erudite discussion — but there's 
something important for everyone 
in this study of a dictionary. Edu- 
cation in our time is thought of 
as associated entirely with schools. 
It isn't true. Too many youngsters 
come out of school just as ignorant 
as they went in — because for all 
their

capacity to keep up with their read- 
ing. But an unschooled person can 
go far just using the books and 
publications that our civilization 
has made plentiful.'
